THIS WEEK AT THE 
MOSES MASON HOUSE 
Volunteers are. the life blood of 
historical societies amd museums 
and the Bethel Historical Society/ 
Dr, Moses. Mason Miaseum is no 
exiception. Thousands: of hours 
have been spent by dozens of peo- 
ple since the founding of the So- 
ciety in 1966 and the establishment 
of the museum in 1974, carrying 
on the funiction of preserving and 
interpreting the local past, by do- 
ing research, preparing exhibits, 
guiding in, the museum, working 
on special programs, such as Her- 
itage Day, demonstrating crafts, 
cataloging the collections, ec. One 
of the most useful projects under- 
taken recently is that of Nancy 
Haines Mencer who has volunteer- 
ed several days each week to 
transcribe from microfilm the cen- 
sus records relating to Bethel for 
the period 1800 to 1910. Currently 
she has completed 1800, 1810, 1820, 
1830, 1840, 1860 and 1870. At pre- 
sent she is completing the 1850 
census. Lying ahead are those of 
1880, 1900 and 1910. The 1890 cen- 
Sus was lost forever in a fire in 
Washington, D. C, in 1921. Naney’s 
mother has very consitiensiciously 
typed all these records and, as an 
additional help to the researcher, 
indexed them. Census records, 
while not always accurate, can 
provide much usefiill data to the 
historian, genealogist and researich- 
er. A profile of Bethel can be 
gained by examining the 1860 cen- 
sus, for example, simce it lists 
each household, who was: living in 
tha household, their ages, occupa- 
tions, value of real and personal 
estates, plaice of birth and level of

Recent studies of Head Start 
“gnaduates’, says Deborah Da- 
mon, OCCS Director of Children’s 
Senvices, demonstrate the value 
of tax dollars invested to assist 
children at this age level, Again 
and again the surveys show that 
our children have benefitted, with 
statistics revealing less welfare 
support required in later years, 
less. delinquency, fewer sichool 
dropouts, fewer requiring special 
education_and a lower incident of 
eriminal behavior, 

Head Start began in the mid- 
1960’s to assist America’s low in- 
come families, It is supported by 
a $148,000 federal grant matched 
in part by local donations of build:

Selectmen Recommend “No” Vote 
in Water District Referendum 

After a lengthy debate, the Sel- 
ecimen acted to recommend that 
Bethel voters vote ‘iNo” to the 
Water District acquisition issue 
scheduled for referendum vote on 
Now. 8. This. action concluded dis- 
cussions started on Thursday, Sept. 
15 when the Selectmen, met in 
workshop sessiion in the Town Of- 
fice Meeting Room to review the 
data contained in a joint Water 
District-Town, Staff study examin- 
ing both the financial advantages/ 
disadvantages and feasibilty of 
eombinicig the Water and Sewer 
services into one department under 
the Selectmen. No decision was 
made on scheduling public inform- 
ation, meetings. 

In. Dec, 1982, the Selectmen de- 
cided to request the passage of an: 
act in the legislature permitting 
the Town to acquire the Bethel Wa- 
ter District, LID 1258, sponsored 
by State Senator Donald Tiwitichell 
of Norway, entitled “An Act for 
the Town of Bethe] to Alcquire the 
Assets and Liabilities. of the Beth- 
el Water District and for the Dis- 
solution of the Bethel Water Dis- 
trict” was passed by the Legisla- 
ture on May 15, 1983. The main. 
thrust of LD 1258 is that it “must 
be approved by the voters of the 
Town of Bethel in referendum 
(Nov. 8) before the Town may aic- 
quire the water district.’ 

Meanwhile, in Dec. 1982, the 
Board authorized a joint study of 
cost saivings/expenditures. amd fea- 
sibility of combining the water 
and sewer services under one de- 
partment under the Selectmen. The 
study was reviewed by the. Board 
duning last week’s workshop and, 
on selected points, again at Mon- 
day’s regular session. 

In other business, the Board 
heard a report from Mike Rogers 
of the Maine Bureau of Taxation 
on the local real estate valuation, a 
report from the Manager on Beth- 
el’s municipal organization, and 
designated the Town Clerk to is- 
sue hunting and fishing lcenses. 
The Airport Development Commit-

For Tonsilitis: “April 15th Scari- 
fied tonsils, April 17th, Applied 
two blisters over tonsils, 18th: Full 
diet. May 14th Applied tincture of 
iodine ‘over tonsils. 16th Tonsils 
muuch swollen. 18th: Gave, cod-liver 
oil three times a day. 27th (Pa- 
tient) on guard duty,” 

For Pneumonia: “Tar emetic in 
small doses. every gwo hours.” 
Note: Patient died. Very little. 
seemed successful with pnewmonia 
in those days. : 

For consumption: “The method 
of treatment, generally adopted 
embraced the administration of 
cod-liver oil, tonics and stimu- 
lants, with extra or generous: di: 
et, warm clothing and exercise 
when admissable, The oil was fre- 
quently given with whisky, brandy- 
punch, milk-punch, sherry, iwine- 
whey, beer and porter.” One may 
assume if the patient died he felt 
little pain. Also note, cod-liver 
oil evidently cured anything or was 
assumed. to.

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NEW PUBLICATION 
REVIEWS FARM ENERGY 
CONSERVATION STRATEGIES 

Alccording to. researchers. at the 
Maine Department of Agriculture, 
energy ‘conservation isan inereas- 
ingly important factor in the eicon- 
omic success of farming opera- 
tions. A new handbook published 
by the Department indicates: that 
Many Maine farmers have, made 
substantial progress in reducing 
their energy costs in recent years 
through strategies ranging from 
the use of solar heat and wind 
power to “no-till”? planting teich- 
niques and integrated pest man- 
agement systems, 

In the new handbook, “Saving 
Energy in Rural Maine: or Whio’s 
Doing What on the Farm,” more 
than 25 different types of energy 
conservation strategies are review- 
ed, Information under each’ cate- 
gory includes descriptions of the 
technologies, a directory of farm- 
ers using each method, estimated 
costs, paybatcls, and potential 
problems. Available on request 
from the Department, the hand- 
book should be especially useful 
to farmers. but also contains in- 
formation of interest to rural 
homeowners in general. 

‘We feel the energy conservation 
techniques and trends disicussed 
in the handbook are very signifi- 
cant to the future of farming in 
Maine” says Bill Seekins, the De- 
partment Research Assoleiate who 
-co-authored the publication with 
Staff Assistant Bettina Blanchard. 
‘Farmers are being increasingly 
squeezed economically. In gener- 
al, the prices: they receive for what 
they produce have not kept up with 
the rate of inflation and overall 
increases in the cost of produc- 
tion. Energy is major cost for 
some types of farmers and, of 
course, ehergy costs have increas- 
ed dramatically over the past de- 
cade, Reducing energy costs is one 
of the primary options a farmer 


has for improving his economic - 


situation and making ends meet. 


“The handbook was developed 
on the recommendation of an En- 


ergy Task Force appointed by Ag-. 


riculture Commissioner Stewart N. 
Smith. During 1981, the Task Force 
reviewed the direct and indirect 
use of energy by ‘Maine farmers 
and discussed major options for re- 
ducing farm energy costs, The Task 
Force determined that some of 
Maine’s commodity groups are 
particularly energy intensive and 
could especially benefit from con- 
servation strategies, For example, 
direct uses of fuel and electricity 
account for about 18% of the ex- 
penses of a typical dairy farm. An 
additional 39% of a dairy farmer’s 
expenses are attributable to indi- 
recé energy costs for farm chem- 
icals and grain, both of which re- 
quire energy to produce and trang- 
port. In 1981, energy accounted 
for about 70% of the cost of pro- 
ducing blueberries, including the 
costs’ of fuel for trucks, tractors 
and other equipment and for near- 
ly one million gallons. of oil form- 
erly used to burn Maine blueberry 
fields each year.
